Cynical skepties have scoffed at the 
purported conversion of Charles 
“Chuck” Colson to evangelical Chris- 
tianity, but individuals close to the 
former White House aide and hatchet 
man insist that Colson’s change of 
heart is sincere, and that he is bring- 
ing to his new commitment the same 
fervor and total loyalty he displayed 
as a member of the Nixon Administra- 
tion. According to one source, Colson 
has already compiled an “enemies of 
Christ” list which is said to include a 
number of liberal democrats with per- 
functory church attendance and has 
formed aloose “Inner Security Group” 
nicknamed “the fishers,” composed of 
a number of other converts whose 
avowed purpose is to “break into sin- 
ful hearts” with the message of the 
Gospel and “leak truths harmful to 
the Devil.” And although it has not 
been confirmed, there have been ru- 
mors that a number of business execu- 
tives have been approached by Colson 


for sizable church contributions in 


return for “special consideration by 
Jesus Christ” of personal and corpo- 
rate problems,

paring a brief for submission to the 
House Judiciary Committee which 
holds that the term “high crimes”’— 
one of the key categories of impeach- 
able offenses—should be interpreted 
to refer to “the altitude of the al- 
leged misconduct at the time of its 
commission, rather than its serious- 
ness.” According to this definition, 
which one legal aide conceded was 
“novel” and “debatable,” President 
Nixon could not be impeached for 
any of the conspiracies and other 
misdeeds he has been accused of since 
they all took place in the White 
House (89 ft. above sea level), his 
California and Florida homes (17 and 
14 ft., respectively), the Watergate 
complex (76 ft.), and the Los An- 
geles office of Dr. Elisberg’s psychia- 
trist (31 ft.). “The President is sure 
he never discussed any of the activi- 
ties being considered by the commit- 
tee while in flight In Air Force One, 
or in a city like Denver (5,130 ft.), 
or in the upper floors of a tall build- 
ing,” insisted one of the staff lawyers 
working on the legal presentation. 
He did concede, however, that there 
was “a potential problem area” in 
diseussions that may have taken place 
at Camp David dn \the Catoctin 
Mountains (4,687 ft.). 

The St.Clair team’ is also plan- 
ning to argue that, the President’s 
constitutional obligation to “take 
care thatthe laws be faithfully ex- 
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ecuted,” another ground for impeach- - 
ment, has been widely misinterpreted. 
“Different and far stricter standards 
prevailed in the late 1700s,” explained 
a top assistant to Mr. St. Clair, “and 
although we haven’t been able to 
locate explicit historical evidence to 
support our view, we’re pretty sure 
that execute in this context means 
having bad laws shot or hung. Nat- 
urally, in a more humane age, the 
vast majority of people would prefer 
to have the President just break a 
law he didn’t like, rather than bar- 
barously execute it.”

birds is guilty of an offense and 
subject to a fine not in excess of 
two hundred dollars.” 

Although the magistrate acquitted 
the accused, the case was appealed 
in the Supreme Court. Counsel for 
the appeal contended that: “Section 

1 defines ‘bird’ as a ‘two legged 
animal covered with feathers.’ There 
ean be no doubt that this case is 
covered by that section. ... 

| “We are not interested in whether 
the animal in question is a bird or 
not, in fact,” continued the appeal 
counsel, “but whether it is one in 
law. Statutory interpretation has 
forced many a horse to eat birdseed 
for the rest of its life,”’ 

It had been argued that the 
neighing noise emitted by the ani- 
mal could not possibly be produced 
by a bird. It was also argued that 
since the animal had been ridden, 
it couldn’t be a bird and was,in fact, 
a pony. 

Counsel for the appeal answered 
that the issue was not that the ani- 
mal was ridden, but that it was 
shot, because it is no offense to ride 

either a horse or a bird. He went 
‘on to say, “Counsel (for the de- 


|fense) contends that the iron shoes 
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fourid on the animal decisively dis- 
qualify it from being a bird. I must 
inform Counsel (for the defense), 
however, that how an animal dresses 
is of no concern to this court. . .. 

“For the purpose of the Small 
Birds Act, all two-legged feather- 
covered animals are birds. This does 
not imply that only two-legged ani- 
mals qualify, for the legistative in- 
tent is to make two legs merely the 
minimum requirement. , 

“Counsel (for the defense) posed 
the following rhetorical question: 
If’ the pillow had been removed 
prior to the shooting, would the an- 
imal still be a bird? To this, let me 
answer rhetorically: Is a bird any 
less a bird without its feathers?” 

Appeal was allowed, This case 
now stands as precedent in the Ca- 
nadian Supreme Court. 

It leaves one interesting question: 
Would a human being shot while 
covered by feathers be covered in 
the Small Birds Act? If so, the most 
one could get as penalty would be 
a $200 fine.
